Gam-mo FiAit Tubes. Tnere is probably 
no branch in immediate connection with agrt- 
Cullivo, moro'interestirig, or more truly scienti¬ 
fic than the art of grafting. Long as this art 
has been known, it haS recently taken an im¬ 
mense advance, and is yet bfit partially under¬ 
stood by the most experienced practitioner*. 
That a small twig or even a bud or a small, 
piece,of the tender bark from one tree, inserted 
m the branch or slock of another,, should grow 
to be a main branch of the tree, but bearing 
fruit of the shape; size, color and flavor of that' 
of the tree from which the bud or soion was 
taken, is of itself a wonder, arid wouldbein- 
1 credible if it were, riot common. 

This art is alr^ily so far advanced, that a 
fruit-bearing branch is grafted upon the short 
Blumpof a nursery tree, so as to constitute a 
perfect tree in miniature, bearing Fruit—apples, 
pears, peaches or plums— though less than 
twenty mches high. Apples partaking of dif¬ 
ferent kinds — the sweet and sour flavor, for in- 
stance. in different parts or opposite .sides of the 
Samo apple, may [reproduced by splitting longi¬ 
tudinally, the buds of different kinds, and unit¬ 
ing parts of different buds. But we know of 
no instance in which horticnltuiuts have blend¬ 
ed the properties of different kinds, though it 
evidently might be done without difficulty.
